“I hate to stop here to mention such a 


thing, but to that subject Mr. Goodwin de- 
voted a large part of his time yesterday 
and then went back to it this morning, 
and the main point of his remarks seems

could be persuaded under any circum- 
stances to accept public office, I should 
have thought he was making up a rec- 
ord for some future occasion by con- 
tinuing to hammer at that thing, but 
Knowing that nothing could induce him 
to accept an offfce he must have had sume 
other motive.

The Consoii- 
dated people boast that they have paid 
the city much money as taxes to help it 
along, but don't say anything about what 
the city has let them have. Weil, it 
our duty to pay our taxes. Every man 
does that, and you will get from us the 
taxes on this large investment. it will 
be a contribution to the prosperity of the 
city. If you exclude you will not get 
it. Can you afford to decline it? 

“Mr. Hurt says that the Consoiidated 
has a pay roll upon which they pay out 
$200,000 a year. We do not propuse to take 
a single man off that pay roll. 

‘‘We propose to duplicate their pay- 
roll and give another two hundred 
thousand. That is what we are af- 
ter, a payroll to pay out $200,000.

A fit like that Mr. Smith and Mr. Hurt 
have of being anxious to give away mil-

it is impracticable to render schedules 
and Mr. Goodwin this morning said that 
their engineer had ¢o stated and nobody 
contradicted him.

You could not do it if you wanted 
If they have a legal right anywhere 
or any street you could not disregard it. 
If you attempted to give it to us, it must 
necessarily fail in the courts of justice. 
We don’t ask f. All that you can ever 
give us, or give anybody else, will be 
what you have and not what other people 
have. So that to emeroach upon their 
rights is a legal impossibility.

Deep 
furrows, that grieve the greenkeeper, 
and huge unreplaced divots of turf 
only too plainly show where he has 
been. 

I must also warn beginners against 
equipping themselves with scoring 
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one-quarter inches in diameter and at 
least four inches eep. 

Rule 4. The ball must be fairly 
struck at, gnd not pushed, scraped or 
spooned under penalty of the loss of 
the hole. Any movement of the club 
which is intended to strike the ball is 
a stroke. 

Rule 5. The game commences by each 
side playing a ball from the first tee- 
ing gound. In a match with two or 
more on a side, the partners shall 
strike off alternately from the tees, 
and shall strike alternately during the 
play of the hole. The players, who are 
to strike against each other shall be 
named_at starting, and shall continue 
in the same order during the match. 
The player who shall ple first on 
each side shall be named by his own 
side. In case of failure to agree, It 
shall be settled by lot or toss which 
side shall have the option of leading. 

Rule 6. If a player shall play when 
his partner should have done so, his 
side shall lose the hole, except in the 
case of the tee shot, whenthe stroke 
may be recalned at the option of the 
opponents. 

Rule 7. The side winning a hole shall 
lead in starting for the next hole, and 
may recall the opponent’s stroke 
should he play out of order. This priv- 
ilege is called the “honor.” Starting 
for a new match the winner of the 
long match in previous round 1s en- 
titled to the horor should the first 
match have been halves, the winner 
of the last hole gained is entitled to 
the honor. 

Rule 8. Ome round of the lings, gen- 
erally eighteen holes, is a match un- 
less otherwise agreed upon. The match 
is won by the side that gets more 
holes ahead than there remains holes 
to be played or by the side winning the 
last hole when the match was all even 
at the second last hole. If both sides 
have won the same number, it is a 
halved match. 

Rule 9. After the balls are struck 
from the tee, the ball farthest from 
the hole to which the parties are play- 
ing shall be played first, except as 
otherwise provided for in the rules. 
Should the wrong side play first, the 
opponent may recall the stroke before 
his side has played. 

U. 8S. G. A. Ruling—In match play, 
no stroke is counted for the misplay if 
recalled; in medal play, the strokes 
may not be recalled. 

Rule 10. Unless with the opponent's 
consent a ball struck from the tee 
shall not be changed, touched nor 
moved, before the hole is played out, 
under the penalty of one stroke, ex- 
cept as othervise provided‘for in the 
rules.

Might not what you say with reference 
to the whisky cure be said of all medica- 
tion, for the part piayed in the direct ef- 
fect of medicine during disease ig not 
fully settied and defined? Just how 
much is due to psychological, as well as 
physical forces, acting upon the body, is 
a deep and not thoroughly settled ques- 
tion, and while 1 would not depreciate 
the importance of the exercise of the will 
and moral forces in the cure of disease, 
it is wed for us not to lose sight of what 


ia disease. 

When alcohol enters into the human 
body in excess its affinity for nerve struc- 
ture ig manifest in its grasp upon the 
inhibitor$ forces as among its very early 
influences. The will is the citadel of the 
soul, by which life and conduct are guard- 
ed and guided, but when it ig seized and 
made captive, to obey only the behests of 
this destructive force, the victim is lost 
to himself, and acknowledges that he is 
enslaved. The relation of the human will 
to the nervous system is often sadly mise 
judged. The wonderful network of nerves 
known as the sympathetic system acts in- 
dependently of the will. It presides over 
vital functions. The heart beatg, the 
Stomach digests, all the vital organs ful- 
fill their respéctive offices without any 
reference to the will. It works while we 
sleep. (By its side the will is powerless. 
If it presides over appetite its behests 
are absolute. 

The inebriate, with inherited or ac- 
quired passion for stimulants, or for their 
hypnotic effect, cannot control hig long- 
ing when it asserts itself, The hungry 
man who ts starving for bread cannot, at 
his will, bid his hunger depart. The true 
inebriate when his restless nerves and 
sinking spirits and burning desire demand 
repose and satisfaction must obey the eall. 
He obeys, though his will, his conscience, 
his judgment, his past experience, his 
moral sense, all join in earnest protest. 
Is it depravity of his nature or infirmity 
of his will? 

We might compare the human system 
to musical instruments, dependent on the 
harmony of all the parts for perfect pro- 
ductions or {ssues; some are of finer tex- 
ture than others, easier deharmonized or 
put out of healthy action than others, but 
all dependent upon the harmonious action 
of all the parts, and in case of the hu-

Inter-System Transfers. 

Editor Constitution—I know that you 
have received many cards and sugges- 
tions in regard to the street railway 
franchise contention, but I have been 
pleased to note that through it all you 
have tried to keep the Interests of the 
city ciearly in view, and it is in her 
interest that I beg leave to make a sug- 
gestion. 

The Consolidated has at last vielded 
toa public clamor and granted transfers. 
Which, though surrounded with such re- 
Strictions as to prevent visitors to the 
state fair or other assemblies at Pijed- 


mont park from availing thmselves of 
same, are still better than no transfers, 
and we have the assurance of the pro- 
moters of the new lines that they will 
give a full system of transfers. Now, as 
the gentlemen representing these two 
large interests both seem deeply inter- 
ested in the city’s welfare, I presume 
they would not object to co-operating 
in this transfer business by giving such 
transfers from one line to the other as 
would greatly increase their usefulness 
to thelr patrons. 

It will not do to say that this ts not 
practicable. Traffic arrangements could 
be made between the two companies 
which would admit of a fair and accu- 
rate accounting at the end of each week, 
or day, just as is done between two dif- 
ferent lines of railroads, and each sys- 
tem would get its pro rata share of the 
fares. 

If the council is really anxious to do 
its duty by the people this is one condi- 
tion that they should certainly impose 
on both systems now asking favors ut 
its hands.

Hon. 8. C. Dunlap, ex-United States 
marshal, has been appointed general man- 


succeed Mr. W. V. Lauraine. Mr. Dun- 
lap is also receiver for the Gainesville, 
Jefferson and Southern railroad, which 
position he has held for about a year. 
His splendid management of this property 
as receiver attracted the attention of the 
management of the Tallulah Falls Rail- 
way Company, and he has just been 
made general manager of that road. 
Among the first official acts of the new 
general manager was the establishment 
of a new Sunday morning schedule from 
Cornelia to Tallulah Falls, connecting 
with the morning Southern train from 
Atlanta. This is a luxury—if not a ne- 
cessity—heretofore not enjoyed by trav- 
elers in that part of Georgia's Switzer- 
land, 


By the way, the improvements in that 
part of Georgia this year have been very 
extensive, and the indications are that 
this section of the state will be literally 
overrun with visitors during the next s¢a- 


son. 

The building of the new Tallulah Lodge 
has attracted general attention to the 
advantages and possibilities of Tallulah 
Falis and the surrounding country as a4 
summer resort, and it is said that the 
business done by the Tallulah Falls rail- 
way during July, and up to tnis time in 
August, has been greater than for any 
similar period in the history of the road. 


This vindicates the wisdom and the 
judgment of the management of the 
Tallulah Falls Railroad Company in mak- 
ing a $50,000 investment in the Tallulah 
Ix-dge. Mr. Prentiss, the president of 
the road, is a New Yorker, and ail the 
bonds of the company are held in that 
city. The road has heretofore barely 
been paying expenses, and has not been 
earning the interest on its bonds. Mr. 
Prentiss conceived the idea of building 
a magnificent hotel at Tallulah with the 
view of making it a feeder of the rail- 
rcad. He conferred with Mr. W. H. 
Black, of Atlanta, and placed the whole 
matter in the latter's hands. 

With his characteristic enterprise,” Mr. 
Black proceeded at once toward the 
building of the hotel. The plans were 
not completed until the Ist of March. A 
contract was Ict to Mr. Fred Wagener, 
one of Atlanta's most prominent con- 
tractors, and a forfeiture bond was given 
that the hotel would be finished in ninety 
days. 

Work was begun, and while the hotel 
was being built the road was being re- 
paired. New tresties were built and the 
property was soon put in first-class con- 
dition. In June the hotel was opened for 
the summer season, and since the first 
of July it has had more guests than 
probably any other Georgia resort.

WHAT THE RACE WILL COST. 

The races will cost the promoters over 
half a million dollars. For this enormous 
outlay there is absolutely no return ex- 
cept the satisfaction of promoting the 
great sport. It is all outlay and no 
come. There is no ‘‘gate,’’ no purse, 
“side bet,’’ no anything; it is just sport 
for sport’s sake. On the American side 
the cost of the contest is borne principaliy 
by J. Pierpont Morgan, the great bank- 
er, and the commodore of the New York 
Yacht Club. Associated with him are C 
Oliver Iselin and William Butler Duncan. 
Mr. Iselin is a member of a 
family, and has spent hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars for yachting. He ranks 
as the managing owner of the Columbia, 
and has full charge of her operations.

There are diffrnt classes 
of graves, some dug in the ground, some 
in a mason work of pigeon-holes above 
the ground, others under the chapel, but 
al} are rented for so much a year. 

IN THE SAN JUAN CEMETERY. 

I visited the San Juan cemetery this 
morning. It lies right under the hill upon 
which Morro castle stands on the edge 
of the sea. It is a peaceful spot, so quiet 
that you wuold not imagine that you were 
close to the city of San Juan. The grass 
Browse green, it always does in well- 
filled graveyards, and the waves of the 
Atlantic make music as they dash them- 
selves against the rocks. 

The cemetery consists of a wall of 
Pigeon-holes faced with marble, which 
runs around an inclosure, of tombstones, 
of a chapel and of many mounds of 
graves. The pigeon-holes are in four 
tiers, rising one above another, and 
ranged in regular order about the fleld 
of the dead within. Each plgeonhole has 
an opening about two feet square and is 
six feet deep. It is just large, enough to 
hold a coffin. The box containing the de- 
ceased is shoved in and the opening her- 
metically sealed. Then the name of the 
occupant and the time that he took pos- 
gession is carved on the outside. A rec- 
ord is also kept in the cemetery books, 
and this {a properly credited from time 
to time. 
rich are put away. 

THE GRAVES OF THE POOR. 
The graves of the poor and moderately 

well-to-do are in the ground. The poor 
are buried simply and little money is 
spent on coffins. This {ts the only place I 
have ever been where you can rent a cof- 
fin for a day. They have them here with 
sliding bottoms, which the pallbearers 
can pull out while the casket rests over 
the grave and drop the dear departed 
into his last resting place. 

Most of the coffins are made of pine 
covered with black cloth and cheap orna- 
mentations. Such coffins, if vou buy them 
outright, will cost you all the way from 
$2 to $0. In many cases they are carried 
on the shaulders of men to the cemetery. 

It is only the rich who have hearses. 
The average funeral procession not 
large. Women do not follow the remains 
to the grave and often there {is no one 
beside the undertakers and grave diggers 

When I entered the San Juan remetery 
today I noticed that the open graves were 
‘singularly narrow and I wondered how a 
‘good sized coffin could be squeezed into 
them. While I waited I saw four men 
bringing a box. They laid it down be- 
side one of the open graves and then 
took out something wrapped in a long 
sheet and dropped it into the grave. 
They threw in quicklime and then filled 
the grave with clods. The coffin was 
taken back to the city. 

As I went through the graveyard I no- 
ticed the new holes which had just been 
dug. They were really carved out of 
bones. Here the spade in going down had 
cloven a skull, there it had broken a 
thigh and on the other side had cut its 
way through ribs and arms. The walls 
of earh grave, in fact, were lined with 
protruding bones like the roots sticking 
out of the sides of a hole dug in the 
woods. There were bones on the bottom 
where the dead was to rest. As I looked 
IT realized that in this two or three acres 
had been buried the dead of years. 
San Juan dates back to the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and for generations the dead have 
been moving in and out of these holes, 
every now and then, leaving a bone be- 
hind. 

A GRANARY OF HUMAN BONES. 
“While in the cemetery I asked 
the sextons where the skeletons the 
ousted dead were thrown. He pointed to 
@ rude stone hut in one corner 
graveyard. The hut was fifteen feet 
square and twelve feet high. Its door 
was closed with a great lock, and at first 
I did not see how to enter it. By going 
to the back, however, and holding on to 
the rough plaster I found that I could 
climb up and look in. I saw a mass of 
human bones. The pit below me was more 
than half filled with them, their ghastly 
lime-like whiteness shining under the 
Tays of the tropical sun.

of churches. The religion of Porto Rico 
is the Catholic religion of the 
century. It is largely confined to the 
rich, the priests having not the hold upon 


the poor that they have in ether Catholic | 


countries, This is especially so of 
male element of the population, many of 
whom have nothing to do with the church 
excepting at three times itn their lives— 
when they are born, when they are mar- 
ried and when they are buried. 

The women are more religious, and 
those of the better classes of the cities 
are as devoted to their church as we are. 
In the cathedral here I gaw thirty Porto 
Rican girls taking their first communion. 
They were dressed in white with long 
white veils hanging down their backs. 


They ranged in ages from ten to thirteen | 


and looked very pretty and innocent 
they stood before the altar. 

Some of the churches here are very fine. 
In the villages they are by far the largest 
of the buildings and in the smaller places 
they outshine everything e'se. One of the 
most beautiful is In the city of Guyama, 
on the south side of the island. There are 
several large churches in Ponce, and 
some very old ones at Arecibo and Agua- 
dilla.

UNCLE SAM AND THE CHURCHES.

About sixty years 
ago the government of Porto Rico made 
an agreement with the church to pay 
the salaries of the priests, with the un- 
derstanding that it was to have posse- 
sion of the churches.

THE SCHOOLS OF PORTO RICO. 

So far the schools of Porto Rico have 
been indescribably poor. The old school 
readers were made up of legends of the 
saints, and of the Virgin Mary. They 
were of the most antiquated description, 
and were filled with misinformation. We 
had better’ schools 100 years ago than 
Porto Rico has now. 

A great deal has been published about 
the echoo!] system here from which you 
might think the tsland had a school or- 
ganization. The truth is, there are only 
two buildings on the island which were 
built especially for public school pur- 
poses, and the only modern schools are 
those which have been established by 
the dozen or so gschoolmasters brought 
down by our board of education. I visited 
many of the public schools, They are 
commonly kept in the dwellinga of the 
teachers. The school teacher, who: may 
perhaps live in one room, will use that 
for teacHing in the daytime, moving the 
dining table out perhaps to give place for 
the scholars. Many of the teachers have 
been collecting rent for rooms used tn 
this way, as wel} as receiving the petty 
Salary allotted to them by their Porto 
Rico towns. When mealtime comes the 
scholars get out of the way. Recesses 
and vacations are taken on all sorts of 
pretenses. One of our school inspectors 
found that a schoo] had adjourned and 
the teacher and scholars gone to a cock 
fight. 

In another school, where the children 
were writing. he found the pupils did not 
know even the names of the letters which 
thev were copying. nor the words. They 


made beautiful coples, but might as well |

SHOULD HAVE AMERICAN SCHOOL- 
MASTERS.
